The history of the International Order of Characters begins in 
the South Pacific during World War 1. It was founded in Auckland, 
New Zealand by the then Major James FE. Crane, M.D., USAF (fes.). 
Dr. Crane was then in charge of the 13th Air Force Rest and Re- 
habilitation Center, The order was organized to establish rapport 
between flyer and physician. At war’s end theorder was deactivated. 
In 1954 it was reactivated by Dr. Crane and a board of four pilots. 
This board consisted of Colonel Leon W. Gray, USAF; Captain Samuel 
Miller, V.P. of Operations (PAA); and airline Captains Samuel G. 
Wood (PAA) and Guy F. McCafferty (PAA). The board then elected 
Dr, Crane as permanent President of the organization. 


There are two meetings held each year. The business meeting, 
held in October, determines the course the organization will take 
during the coming year and is usually held outside the United States. 
Sites of past meetings include London, Munich, Tokyo, Monaco, 
Lisbon, Hawaii, Naples, Salzburg and Bermuda. However, three 
meetings have been held in the United States: Las Vegas, Williams- 
burg and Phoenix. At these meetings the business of the organization 
is conducted and the Admissions Committee convenes to vote on new 
members, 


The second meeting is on I,0.C, Day whichis the second weekend 
in May. This meeting, held in Stamford, Connecticut, has two parts. 
The first consists of the Aerospace Symposium and includes national 
and international speakers. The second portion, held in the evening, 
is the formal Honors Night Banquet. The évening program is entirely 
social and is used to present the following coveted awards and 


a os 
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trophies; Character of the Year, Pilot of the Year, Aerospace ‘Trophy 
and the Tiger Award of the Year. Also at the dinner meeting new 
members are presented and given their 1.0.C. credentials. 


Though its name is no indication of its purpose, this organization 
is an international group of dedicated aerospace enthusiasts who 
perform their art in all stratae of aeronautics and research, The 
1.0.C, has set up the 1.0.C, Educational fund to help finance the 
education of sons and daughters of deceased or infirm pilots. There 
are five Memorial Scholarships: Colonel Roscoe Turner Memorial 
Scholarship; John Stack Memorial Scholarship; Colonel N. Jay Boots 
Memorial Scholarship; Major Cecil Montgomery-Moore Scholarship 
and the Gladstone Memorial Scholarship given by Mrs, Adrienne 
Gladstone in memory of her family. These are four $1000 annual 
scholarships and one $1500 annual scholarship. All of this has gone 
a long way towards helping the families educate the children, This is 
a very worthwhile endeavor and one of which we are most proud, 
made possible because of the donations of our members. 


This organization has no dues, however to remain “active’? it is 
required that a member must attend one meeting in four or con- 
tribute to the Educational Foundation.
